SF Housing Authority Reaches 
Accord with Ping Yuen Tenants 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 The end 
of the three-month-long ”Ping 
Yuen Tenants Association strike 
against the San Francisco Housing 
Authority has caused a_ spirit of 
jubilation to break out among

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Efforts to Save Mendocino Temple 
from Encroaching Development

MENDOCINO，Calif. 一 The 
Temple of Kuan Ti in Mendocino 
was built around 1854-56 by Eli 


Kee who established the Cantonm 


Bank in Chinatown，according to 
descendents of Joe Lee, one of the 
temple's founders.， The small 
structure was situated on land 
owned by a Mr Kelly. Later Joe 
Lee bought the land for $260 库 
gold coin; in the 1860s he 
enlarged thebuilding. 

Since then it has stood on a hil 
overlooking what was once China- 
town on the marshy headlands of 
Mendocino 一 a red and green 


box-like structure with two buge 


windows which look out over fhe 
ocean toward the ljand from which 
the early Chinese Pioneers came 
long ago. 

Joe Lee had good reason to be 
tbankful for his safe journey to this 
country，according to his great 
granddaughter. He had set out 
from China inthe1850s on one of 
Seven Chinese Ships. Five were lost 
at sea. Of the surviving two，one 
ljanded in San Francisco; the 
other，which he was on，came 
directly to Mendocino， 

PRICELESS 


What does the Temple of Kuan 


Ti mean to Joe Lees descend- 
ants? Lorraine Hee，Joe Lees 
great granddaughter says;， “Before 
my father Passed away，we made 
the commitiment to bim that we 
would keep the ftempble. No 
matter what 让 cost，we would 
keep 这. As Itell people, its value is 
Priceless to us, It means a lot more 
也 an money: 

“It reminds me that my great 
grandfather and grandmotherhbad 
to survive and endure a lot. Yes, 让 
reminds me that 让 they can 
endure this, TIcan endure this, and 
even achieve better.” 

This is one of the reasons why 
she is trying to save the temple 
们 om the extensive _ commercial 
which various 
businessmen have proposed for 
Mendocino， Critics of the pro- 
posals say that some of the 
buildings planned are So crowded 
together that they present a fire 
hazardq; others are so large that 
their occupants will deplete the 
limited water resources， since 
water in Mendocino is obtained 
from wells. 


BRIGHT 
The temple itselif is not a 
Pretentious structure. Ihere is 


nothing Particularly Chinese 
about the exterior，except for the 
bright colors， red_ and _ green， 
Tourists usually “pass 过 by， 
without a second glance. Al- 
though the temple is on the 
National |; Registry of Historic 
Places, there is no marker to _ call 
attention to it. 

At the top of a steep flight of 
stairs a porch extends across the 
位 ont of the one-story wooden 
building. The interior may be seen 
through the large windows，which 
appear to be a unique feature of 
this temple. The interior has only 
sparse furnishings: an unpainted 
wooden berch against each _ side 
wall; a table with cups and other 
utensils, in front of an altar with 
vases, incense burners, etc.; and a 
Picture -of Kuan Ti on the back 
wall， The _ atmosphere ,5 one of 
uncompromising integrity. 

In addition to preserving the 
Temple of Kuan Ti from commer- 
cial development,， Hee is trying to 
rescue the history “of Chinese

pioneers ip the lumber industry 
frorm the oblivion to which racism 
has consigned it. Before her father 
died，he told her that there were 
300-500 Chinese in Mendocino at 
one time.

UNDERCOUNTED 

Hee says of her research,“There 

was a large Chinese_ community 


across in the swamp lands on the 


headlands of Mendocino at one 
time. 了 ve looked at some old maps 
where there are some Chinese 
stores and there are four. or five 
herb shops. Ifigured that, in order 
to have that many herb shops in a 
comrmunity，there had to be a 
larger population than a lot of 
people have been telling .me,” 
Erom her interviews with elderly 
residents，Hee learned that most 
early Chinese in the county did 
not stay in one place，but moved-= 
around to_ where the work Was， 
This may be one reason why they 
were Undercounted on the censtus 
and other records. 

Hee describes some of the work 
done by the Chinese in the lumber 
camps.“Thbhey needed to wet the 
hills down so _ that the lumber 
could _ slide very easily.… The 
Chinese had a device which had a 
pull and a bucket on each sidqe. 
“They swung those buckets. A lot 
of people tell me they were quite 
heavy，and the only people who 
could do it were the Chinese.:” 

LUMBER 

When -asked whether she had 
found any record of Chinese- 
owned lumber businesses， Hee 
replied, “My father told me that 
the Chinese at one time ran the
